Boston Boycotts Reported 


Whites Refuse to Desegregate Schools

BOSTON 
(U PI) 
Thousands 
of 
children 
refused to enter court or­ 
dered desegregated schools 
on the first day of classes 
today in this historic city, 
home of the nation’s first 
public school system. 
There were no reports of 
serious trouble as parents 
apparently chose to keep 
children out of classes, 
thereby averting a fact-to- 
face 
confrontation. 
There 


was one “shoving incident’’ 
at South Boston High School. 
P olice 
C om m ission er 
Robert diGrazia personally 
escorted 
some 
black 
children from buses into 
South Boston High School. 
Only three white children 
showed up at Roxbury High 
School, where more than 560 
were slated to attend. 
Similar 
boycotting 
of 
previously almost all-black 
schools by white students 
were reported. 
Massive 


absenteeism 
also 
was 
reported at South Boston 
High School and Hyde Park 
High School. 
Leonard 
M iraglia, 
in 
charge of transportation at 
Roxbury High School, said 
the school’s enrollment was 
doubled this year under the 
court plant to somewhere 
around 1,000 children. An 
estimated 560 of these were 
to be bused from 
South 
Boston and Dorchester and 
98 per cent of them were 


w hite. Only three w hite 
students showed up, he said. 
Last year, South Boston 
High School had a 99 per cent 
white and one per cent black 
student population. Under 
the court order, the makeup 
is 60 per cent white and 40 
per cent black —and the 
white students stayed home 
en masse. 
T here w ere 553 black 
students enrolled at South 
Boston High School, but only

Nixon Health Is Poor

today that one of former 
President Nixon’s legs is 
swollen twice its normal size 
from 
phlebitis, 
an 
in- 
flammatiion of the veins, 
and “his health is not good.” 
Eisenhower, Nixon’s son- 
in-law, also said that Nixon 
would have rejected 
the 
pardon offered by President 
Ford if it had been “tied 


directly” to the issue of 
amnesty for Vietnam draft 
evaders and deserters. 
Eisenhower, a law student 
at 
George 
W ashington 
University, said he talked 
with 
Nixon 
by telephone 
W ednesday 
night 
and 
decided to be interviewed on 


the 
NBC 
Today 
Show 
because “someone should be 
reacting to the pardon on 
behalf of the family.” 
He said he and his wife, 


Ju lie, hav en ’t seen 
the 
former President since he 
resigned his office Aug. 9 
and returned to his San 
Clemente, Calif, estate. 
Eisenhower was asked to 
comment on reports that 
Nixon was suffering deep fits 
of depression. 
“ I think he has his ups and 
downs,” Eisenhower said. 
“Some people describe him 
as being sharper than ever in 
certain meetings and then at 
times ... yes he’s depressed. 
“ Right 
at 
this 
very 
moment he’s not 
feeling 
well. He has his leg elevated 
because (of the) phlebitis in 


his leg ... the clot has moved 
above the knee and his one 
leg is swollen about twice its 
normal size. His health is not 
good. 
“He’s fighting that. He 
can’t play golf, he can’t 
relax, he can’t unwind and 
so I would say his spirits are 
not great right now. There’s 
no question about that...” 
Speaking of the pardon 
that was announced by Ford 
Sunday, Eisenhow er said 
that his father-in-law was 
“in one sense relieved that 
the Vietnam amnesty issue 
had not been tied directly to 
his pardon.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The government 
reported 
today the wholesale price 
index for August climbed 3.5 
per cent above the July 
level. When the prices were 
adjusted 
for 
seasonal 
variations, it was the second 
highest monthly jump in 
nearly 28 years. 
The large August increase 
pushed the wholesale price 
index to 167.4, which was 17.8 
per cent above a year ago, 
the Labor Department said. 
Industrial commodities — 
up 2.4 per cent for the month 
and 27.5 per cent ahead of 
last year —accounted for the 
major part of the price index 
rise. 
The prices of m etals, 
chemicals, machinery and 
pulp and paper groups ac­ 
counted for about 80 per cent 
of the increase in industrial 
commodities, according to 
the 
B ureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics. The August ad­ 
vance in farm products and 
processed foods and feeds 
prices was 6.2 per cent. 
After prices on all com­ 
modities were adjusted for 
seasonal 
variations, the 
increase was 3.9 per cent for 
August, the highest since 
August, 1973 when the in­ 
crease was 6.2 per cent and 
the second highest since 
November, 1946. 
The 3.5 per cent increase 
was the third biggest in the 
last year. The increase in 
July was 3 9 per cent and last 
August it was 5.8 per cent. 
The only major groups 
showing 
declines 
were 
lumber and wood products, 
which have dropped for the

fourth consecutive month, 
and hides and skins. 
The prices for m otor 
vehicles were slightly higher 
but do not yet reflect the 
higher prices posted on new 
model cars that will be in­ 
troduced in the fall. 
All 
major types of machinery 
and equipment showed price 
increases. 
The August index for fuels 
and related products was 


67.2 per cent higher than a 
year ago. Coal was 4 per cent 
higher than a month ago and 
coke was 5.6 per cent higher.

petroleum products gained 
only 1.9 per cent from July 
but was 87.2 per cent higher 
than one year ago. 
In the m etals only iron and 
steel scrap declined. Most 
fabricated metal products 
in c re a s e d . 
Dates Set For 
Murder Trials 


The capital murder trials 
of brothers Jam es and Gary 
Dale Livingston have been 
set for Nov 25 and Jan. 13, 
respectively, by Judge Tom 
Ryan of the 199th Judicial 
District Court. 
The Livingston brothers 
have been charged with the 
killing of Princeton store 
owner Preston Broyles and 
his two teenaged customers, 
Billy St. John and Gary 
Coker during an apparent 
robbery on May 9. 
A third defendant, Robert 
Excel White already has 
been 
convicted 
of 
the 
m urder of Broyles and was 
assessed the death penalty 
by a Dallas jury. White was 
tried in Dallas on a change of 
venue, ordered by Judge 
Ryan. 
Judge Ryan also granted a 
change of venue asked 
earlier 
by 
Jam es 
Livingston, but the suspect 


turned down the request, 
stating he wanted to be tried 
in Collin County. Ryan in­ 
dicated he is taking the 
request under advisement 
and will make a decision at a 
later date. 


Thus 
far, 
Gary 
Dale 
Livingston has not requested 
a change of venue in his 
trial. 
The judge also said that 
jury selection for the trial of 
Jam es Livingston will begin 
on Nov. 25, while jury 
selection for Gary Dale 
Livingston’s trial will begin 
on Jan. 13.

Crew Abandons Ship

KEY WEST, Fla. (UPI) — 
The 486-foot cruise ship 
Ambassador, en route to 
New Orleans to pick up 
passengers, caught fire in 
the Florida Straits today and 
all 
but 
50 
of 
its 
290 
crewmembers fled over the 
side in lifeboats. 
The Coast Guard said the 


Navy cargo ship Tallulah 
was on scene and was 
picking up the crewmen 
from 
the 
burning 
vessel 
about 39 miles southwest of 
Key West. 
The Coast Guard said 
there were no passengers 
aboard the ship, owned by 
Cunard Lines but leased by 
Bahamas Cruise Lines.

The Coast Guard said the 
Ambassador was en route 
from Port Everglades, at 
Fort Lauderdale, to New 
Orleans when it radioed S-O- 
S at 7:15 a.m ., saying a fire 
had broken out in its engine 
room and the crew was 
unable to control the blaze. 


F i f t y 
A m b a s s a d o r 
crewmen remained aboard 
the ship to fight the fire and 
the Coast Guard said the rest 
of the crew began aban­ 
doning 
the ship in 
nine 
lifeboats shortly after 9 a m. 
The Coast Guard said the 
crew of the Tallulah, a cargo 
ship leased by the U.S. Navy 
but run by civilians, was 
unable to help fight the blaze 
on the cruise liner because 
the Tallulah was carrying jet 
fuel. 
The Coast Guard said one 
of its 41-foot rescue boats 
arrived on the scene about 
9:30 a m ., 
with 
special 
pumps. 
“There is a hatch on the 
Ambassador about five feet 
above the water line,” the 
Coast Guard said. “We will 
pump w ater through 
the 
hatch to help the crew fight 
the blaze. The fire has cut off 
the crew of the Ambassador 
from their own pumps.” 
The Coast Guard said the 
8,105-ton cruise ship “is in no 
im m ediate 
danger 
of 
sinking.” 
In addition to the Talullah, 
the Coast Guard said, the 
565-foot cargo ship S. S. 
California and the Coast 
Guard cutters Cape York 
and Diligence were en route 
to the scene. Several Coast 
Guard 
am phibious 
h eli­ 
copters were also over the 
scene. 
The 
captain 
of

A m bassador radioed the 
Coast Guard that his crew 
had tried, but had been 
unable to control the engine 
room fire. 
“We don’t know how ex­ 
tensive the fire is, but it must 
be serious if they tried to put 
it out and couldn’t,” a Coast 
Guard spokesman said.

attended by many bankers, 
Ms. 
Moss expressed 
her 
frustrations, especially as a 
liberationist, at dealing with 
banks and suggested ways 
banks could reach out more 
efficiently to women. 
Milton 
Corn, 
Central 
State's president, was im ­ 
pressed and offered her a 
chance to put her ideas in 
action. 
“Ask any bank and you’ll 
hear 
th e re ’s 
no 
discrimination in granting 
loans to women,” said Corn. 


“That’s from the point of 
policy, but by the time it 
filters down from the high 
echelons... 
“We’ve found women as 
sound risks as men.” 
One of Ms. Moss’s ideas 
was a series of evening 
seminars for women. The 
latest, set for this month, has 
experts 
discussing 
in­ 
surance, taxes, the “care 
and 
feeding” 
of 
sm all 
businesses, applying for 
small loans and the like— 
“giving them the tools,” said 
Ms. Moss. 
Why do women need the 
tools if as “ they” say, 
women control the major 
portion 
of the 
nation’s 
capital?” 
“I’ve never really believed 
that,” she said. “Women are 
not in control unless they’re 
in policy making positions.” 
Women range the whole 
small business field when 
they start on their own, she 
said. She’s negotiated loans 
for women as furniture shop 
owners, 
architects 
and 
proprietors of card shops 
and ice cream parlors. 
One caution 
Ms. 
Moss 
offered cam e from 
her 
father, a retired restaurant 
owner. He once told her, “If 
you lose your job, you could 
be financially strapped for a 
while. 
“ But 
if you 
lose 
your 
business, there is more than 
the dollar drain. There is the 
ego drain. You’re a failure.”

future by Ford’s decision to 
grant a full and absolute 
pardon only one month after 
he succeeded Nixon. 
“ I think the historians will 
take care of that,” Buchen 
said. 
The questions to Buchen 
were prompted by a letter to 
the Washington Post a week 
or so ago from Spiro T 
Agnew, the former vice

The Justice Department 
did issue a 50 page document 
listing allegations against 
Agnew following his resigna 
tion.

speeches and will be working 
on several books. Now that 
he has access to all of his

Furthermore, his son-in- 
law David Eisenhower held 
out the prospect that Nixon 
could seek public office 
again. 
But the former President 
may not be able to put

cover-up trials, starting 
Sept. 30 of his former at­ 
torney general, John N. 
Mitchell, and other top 
aides.

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Four-Day Week Examined

Chrylser Corp. and the 
United Auto Workers have 
taken the first small step in 
experimenting with a four- 
day work week, but chances 
are slim it will spread 
throughout the industry. 
Only 120 workers at a 
small parts depot at Tappan, 
N.Y., are involved in the 
trial program consisting of 
10-hour, 
four-day 
work 
weeks. 
They’ll 
decide 
sometime this fall if they 
want to continue with the 
plan that gives them three 
days off in a row. 
But, while Chrysler and 
the UAW study the short 
work week quietly, the top 
brass of the UAW and the 
Ford Motor Co. have begun 
squaring off over the issue of 
actually 
reducing 
the 
number of work hours. It 
could become a major issue 
in the next round of contract 
talks in 1976. 
Ken Ban non, a UAW vice 
president and head of the 
Ford 
department, 
says 
shortened work hours should 
be a primary goal in 1976 and 
the logical place to establish 
the principle is at Ford, the 
No. 2 automaker which has 
often been used to pioneer 
new programs. 
“ The time has come to 
reduce work time without 
any reduction in pay or 
benefits,” 
Bannon 
told 
delegates to a recent Ford 
Council meeting. 
“ The 1976 negotiations for 
the 180,000 UAW members at 
Ford must be the scene to 
launch a new era in the 


work-time 
relationship 
between the automotive 
employe and employer,” 
Bannon said. “ We’ve done a 
lot of homework at Ford and 
the company knows how we 
feel about it.” 
Henry Ford II, chairman 
of the company that bears 
his name, also had let the 
UAW’ 
know 
how 
he feels 
about it. 
“ I think it’s inevitable that 
some 
day we’ll 
have 
a 
shorter work week, but 
we’re not ready for it yet in 
this country,” 
Ford 
told 
United Press International. 
“ I don’t think it’s a feasible 
athing to do at this time, or 
three 
years 
from 
now or 
even six years from now. 
“ We’re not ready for it yet 
in this country because it 
just cuts your productivity 
more and sends your prices 
and costs 
higher,” 
Ford 
said. “ Someday, taking a 
long-term look at the future, 
working hours are going to 
go down.” 
Chrysler and the UAW in 
1970 agreed in their contract 
to study the possibility of a 
shorter work week. The pro­ 
gram 
never got off 
the 
ground 
because 
of 
the 
complexities of scheduling 
production in the basic 
manufacturing 
and 
as­ 
sembly plants. 
A UAW spokesman said 
the program of 10-hour days 
was more appropriate for a 
parts depot “ because you 


don’t have the ebb and flow 
in the work force that you do 
in a manufacturing plant.” 
It may be extended to other 
parts facilities. It’s doubtful, 
however, it will soon find a 
place 
in 
Chrysler’s 
manufacturing 
operations. 
Bannon, in calling on Ford 
to 
produce 
the 
first 
meaningful move towards a 
shortened 
work 
hours, 
stressed actual working 
hours must be reduced, and 
reduced in a way to yield the 
maximum possible value 
from a worker’s available 


leisure time. The reduced 
hours, he said, must result in 
greater employment,and no 
increase in overtime hours. 
Bannon has scored some 
breakthroughs in the past at 
Ford and seems willing to 
lead the fight in 1976. 
Under his leadership, the 
UAW through the years 
pioneered the first non­ 
contributory pension plan at 
Ford in 1949, supplemental 
unemployment benefits in 
1955, expansion of relief time 
in 1967 and greater vacation 
time.

“ We know they are higher

But, we 
are meeting at a different 
time of the year ” 


Two factors make the 1974 
meeting of the two teams 
different from the past. In 


the last two games, the 
winner would become the 
district champion. Because 
Plano and Richardson are no 
longer in the same district, 
the game does not hold any 
playoff hopes. 


The two teams are playing 
early in the season this year. 
In the last two games, Plano 
and Richardson met in the 
season finale.

said. “ We are going to get a 
close look at our depth this 
week because of our injury 
situation.” 
Both teams are expected 
to have good defenses and 
the result could be a field 
goal contest between two of 
the area’s top kickers.
